DEDICATION 


The  problem  of  a  dedication  for  this  1960  Torch  was  dra- 
matically solved  for  us  at  about  6  o'clock  in  the  evening  of 
December  3,  when  the  news  spread  rapidly  across  campus 
that  Spring  Hill  had  a  new  President.  Students  thronged 
to  the  A.B.  Quadrangle,-  windows  were  thrown  open  to  the 
Fathers'  recreation  room  on  the  second  floor,  and  Father 
Smith  looked  out  to  accept  the  ringing  tribute  of  those  who 
were  just  beginning  to  realize  that  a  familiar  and  beloved 
figure  would  soon  be  absent  from  the  Hill,  where  he  had 
served  as  professor,  Dean,  and  President  for  more  than  25 
years.  Graduating  from  Spring  Hill  in  1916,  Father  Smith 
entered  the  Society  of  Jesus  and  was  a  teaching  scholastic 
here  in  1923-24,  during  which  he  was  moderator  of  the 
College's  first  yearbook  and  of  the  SPRINGHILLIAN  QUAR- 
TERLY. He  received  his  doctorate  in  English  from  the  Univer- 
sity of  Chicago  in  1934,  and  began  his  career  as  Dean  and 
Professor  of  English  at  the  College.  Appointed  President  in 
1952,  he  began  the  program  which  has  brought  unpreceden- 
ted expansion  in  the  Hill's  student  body  and  facilities.  In 
addition  to  three  new  buildings,  all  others  were  extensively 
renovated,  and  the  faculty  was  correspondingly  enlarged 
and  strengthened.
